WASHINGTON, Feb. §.—In the House 
to-day Page and Rosecranz introduced 
resolutions to recognize the Courts of 
the United States and to 
Appellate Courts.

Referred to Commit- 
tee on Public Land. 


PURELY PRIVATE.

RATIO OF REPRESENTATION. 


Beltzhoover of Pennsylvania and 
Converse of Ohio obtuined leave to 
priot in the Record amendments which 
they propose to offer on the apportion- 
ment bill. Beltzhoover’s amendment 
makes it unlawful for any county or 
parish in formation of any district 
which shall consist of more than one 
county or parish, and in districts con. 
tuining more than one county or par- 
ish, the counties or parishes which are 
most nearly contiguous shall be made a 
representative istrict. | Converse’s 
amendment provides that the whole 
population of the United States shall 
be divided by 319 and the quotient 
shall be the representation, and that 
when any staie shall have a fraction 
above the ratio so large that when mul- 
tiplied by five the result will be re- 
duced to one or more ratios, additional 
representatives shall be appointed to 
all such ratios among several Con 
gresses of the next decimal period iu 
the following manner: If there be 
only one ratio the representative shall 
be allotted to the fifth Congress of the 
decimal period, namely, the fifty-sec- 
ond Congress. If there be two ratios 
a representative shall be allotted to 
the fifth, fourth and third period, 
fifty-second, fifty-first and fiftieth Con- 
gresses. If there be four ratios a rep- 
resentative shall be admitted to the 
fifth, fourth, third and second perieds, 
namely:  fifty-second, fifty-first, fif- 
tieth and forty-ninth Congresses. 
ROSECRANS’ BILL.

His Thira Lecture on Evidences of Christianity 
in the Nineteenth Century—Some 
Interesting Facts. 


Sunday before last at the Fort street M. 
E. Church, Rev. E. 8. Chase took for his 
subject ‘‘Evidences of Christianity in the 
Nineteenth Century.’”’ He began his dis- 
course with a very concise review of the 
two preceding discourses, and defined a 


yes-| prophecy as a miracle of knowledge—a

BIBLE PROPHECIES. 


‘Mr. Chase next noticed the Nineteenth 
Century objection to the Divinity of the 
prophecies, viz: that the Bible prophecies

By far the most interesting portion of 
the speaker’s discussion was his remarks 
on prophetic events. There Mr. Chase 
showed the fallacy of the sceptical idea 
that supposed prophecies were uttered af- 
ter the events took place, by showing that 
the prophecies of from two thousand to 
four thousand yearg ago, are being ful- 
tilled in our time. 

The speaker in an eloquent manner 
exhorted his hearers that if they could 
make the journey they could behold what 
the writers of the present day were giving 
to us, for with the Bible in hand and 
seated over the ruins of Babylon and Nin- 
evah, they could see the fulfillment of 
such prophecies as were uttered by Isiah 
and fe oremiah. 

Mr. Chase interested his large congrega- 
tion with his fresh ideas and especially by 
the earnest and enthusiastic manner in 
which he delineated them. The speaker 
announced his discourse for Sabbath even- 
ing of February 12th as the Two Revela- 
tions; or, the Harmony between Science 
and the Bible.
